THREE MEN IN MINNEAPOLIS 
STRIKE CROWD ARE SHOT 


Garage Mechanics and Sympathiz- 
ers Fired on After Show 
Window Is Broken. 

By the Associated Press. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 9.—Three 
men were shot today after 300 ga- 
rage mechanic strikers and sympa- 
|thizers had gathered and someone 
had broken a large front window of 
the McDonald-Gilfillan Motor Co. 
Police denied they fired on the 


crowd. The county attorney later 
said a special officer admitted fir- 
ing the shots. 

Claire Hogan, 29 years old, of 
St. Paul, was taken to General 
Hospital with a gunshot wound in 
the left leg. Police guarded him. 
The demonstration apparently 
was expected. Several policemen 
had been assigned to guard the 
property. 

The disturbance was the first 
since the strike of garage mechan- 
ics began Jan. 3. 

Others wounded were: Burns 
Powers, shot in the leg; Everett 
Lindfors, shot in the jaw and face. 


AL SMITH NOMINATES HOOVER 
TO BOARD OF NEW YORK LIFE 


Ex-President Unanimously Chosen 
to Succeed the Late John 

E. Andrus. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Former 
Governor Alfred E. Smith today 
placed in nomination as a member 
of the board of directors of the 
New York Life Insurance Coa., the 
name of former President Herbert 
Hoover. 
Hoover was unanimously elected. 
He will occupy the place left va- 
cant by the recent death of John 
E. Andrus, the “millionaire strap- 
hanger.” 
Due to the fact that Hoover is in 
Chicago, his installation as a board 
member was postponed until the 
next regular meeting, Feb. 13. Cal- 
vin Coolidge was a member of the 
board from 1929 until his death in 
1933. 


STRIKE OVER CCC CAMP RULES 


Men in New Jersey Say They Have 

Been Deprived of Privileges. 
WEST ORANGE, N. J., Jan. 9.— 
More than half of the 200 members 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps 
camp in South Mountain reserva- 
tion went on strike yesterday in a 
protest against alleged loss of priv- 
ileges and lack of adequate food. 
Some of the men said they had 
been getting week-ends and 
Wednesday nights off regularly, but 
that Capt. James Tobin, command- 
ing the camp, had put into effect 
a rule that they must be in bed at 
10 p. m, instead of 11 and that they 
must report for Saturday and Sun- 
day inspections. 


HAVANA DOCTORS TO STRIKE

CONGRESS CAN 
PASS LAWS, 
NOT THE BUCK.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Three 


members of the Supreme Court in- 
terrupted the Government's argu- 
ment this afternoon in the hearing 
of cases growing out of the action 
of Congress in prohibiting gold pay- 
ments. 

The observations from the bench 
recalled similar comment which 
presaged the decision against the 
Government in the oil cases. 

The black-robed members of the 
court listened without so much as a 


single question, while Attorney- 
General Cummings presented his 
argument, but when Stanley Reed, 
RFC attorney, took up the argu- 
ment he was bombarded with inter- 
rogations. 

Justice Sutherland, conceding the 
authority of Congress to regulate 
the value of money, asked if the 
National Legislature had not, jin- 
stead, sought to regulate the value 
of contracts. If so, he said, it had 
no such authority. 

Justice Butler asked if it did not 
follow that Congress could if _ it 
chose reduce the gold dollar to a 
single grain, with old debts to be 
paid in such dollars. 

Chief Justice Hughes, interposed 
the statement, in the form of a 
question, that Congress could, if it 
chose, have debts paid in paper 
money with no metallic backing. 

“Period of Great Difficulty.” 

The Attorney-General told the 
Court that Congress and President 
Roosevelt “acted reasonably in a 
period of very great difficulty” 
when they abrogated the gold pay- 
ment clauses in public and private 
contracts. 

Many members of Congress were 
in the crowd that packed the small 
court room to hear Cummings re- 
sume his detailed review of eco- 
nomic conditions confronting the 
country when Roosevelt entered the 
White House. 

The Attorney-General said he 
would show that the results Con- 
gress and the President accom- 
plished cannot be said “to be the 
product of caprice or arbitrary ac- 
tion.” 

“There is only one question pre- 
sented,” he said. “It is, did they act 
within their constitutional author- 
ity. The primary difficulty of the 
argument in behalf of those insist- 
ing upon the gold obligations being 
observed is that it is based upon 
the inviolability of contract under- 
takings. Written understandings 
(referring to the gold clauses) must 
yield to the public welfare.” 

“Great Things Afloat.” 

Cummings asked the Court to up- 
hold the New Deal law suspending 
gold payments so as not to hinder 
the United States in any confer- 
ences with other nations. “Great 
things are afloat,” he said, adding 
that progress toward an interna- 
tional agreement “can be seen dim- 
ly on the horizon.” 

“The time will comé¢,” he pre- 
dicted, “when the United States will 
be conferring with other nations 
of the earth with regard to mone- 
tary and currency matters, fixing 
the value of the currency of the 
nations, and making arrangements 
essential among civilized nations if 
we are to live together in peace 
and prosperity. Let nothing be said 
here (by the Court) which will 
make us in these conferences a 
cripple among the nations of the 
earth.” 

Issue Involved, 

The issue involved in five cases 
is whether holders of bonds and 
other obligations bearing provisions 
for payment in gold or its equiva- 
lent shall be paid in the present cur- 
rency or in thg equivalent of the 
abandoned gold dollar. It is esti- 
mated that $100,000,000,000 in public 
and private securities carry the 
“gold clause.” 

Norman C. Norman of New York, 
a holder of aBltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road bonds, argued yesterday his 
client should be paid $38.10 in in- 
terest on each bond, representing 
the current equivalent of $22. in 
gold. He held that Congress had 
no authority to interfere with con- 
tracts. 

Adopting the unusual procedure 
of defending tne Government, in 
advance of argument from the op- 
posing side, the Attorney-General 
dealt specifically with two cases 
involving securities of the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain & Southern Rail- 
road. 

In them, the Bankers’ Trust Co., 
and William H. Bixby, trustees for 
holders of first mortgage bonds, 
demand payment equivalent to the 
gold redemption value. A St. Louis 
Federal Court decision had held 
such payment in gold was “impos- 
sible in fact and in law. 

A Government brief asserted: 

“Succinctly, the issue is this: Are 
all these obligations to be dis- 
charged at the rate of $1.69 for 
each $1 borrowed?” 

Crowd in Courtroom.

YOUNG ROBBER 
SHOT TO DEATH 
BY CONFECTIONER 


George Chamberlain Opens 
Fire When Three Try to 
Hold Him Up at 6484 
Clayton Av. 


DYING YOUTH LEFT 
IN ALLEY NEARBY 


16-Year-Old Companions 
of F. O. Parrish, 20, Ar- 
rested Later, Admit Par- 


ticipation. 


Fletcher Ollie Parrish, 3958 Lin- 
dell boulevard, who remarked to 
his brother a week ago that he 
didn’t have to work any more, was 
found dead in an alley last night, 
shot in the back. 

He had been killed, developments 
showed, in an attempt, with two 16- 
year-old boys, to hold up the con- 
fectionery of George Chamberlain 
at 6484 Clayton avenue, had been 
left in the alley with a stolen auto- 
mobile after his two youthful com- 
panions, terrified by the deter- 
mined resistance made by Chamber- 
lain, had seen that he was dying 
and could not accompany them in 
their flight. 

Parrish, 20 years old, who had led 
an erratic life since leaving the sev- 
enth grade of grammar school at 
the age of 16, furnished the two 
pistols used in the holdup, his com- 
panions told police, and had insist- 
ed that they rob the confectionery 
for the “easy money.” In a room 


in a small hotel at 344 North Spring 
avenue which Parrish had engaged 
for himself last Monday, policemen 
early today found a trunk and cloth- 
ing stolen last Friday from a parked 
automobile. 


Companion Tells of Shooting. 


Parrish’s companions in the hold- 
up in which he lost his life—Eu- 
gene Dunnegan, 3919 West Pine 
boulevard and John Meglich, 411 
North Whittier street—told detec- 
tives the Chamberlain robbery was 
their second of the evening. About 
9:20 o’clock, they said, they held 
up Mrs. Esther Leventhal in her 
confectionery at 1119 Marcus ave- 
nue, and had taken $2.30 from her. 

“We all went our own ways after 
that,” Dunnegan told detectives, 
“but we met again later in the 
evening at Sarah and West Pine. 
Parrish said he had another job 
and insisted we go along with him. 
He got an automobile, a different 
one than we had used in the first 
holdup, and we went with him. 

“He gave me a .22 caliber revol- 
ver and he had a .25 caliber auto- 
matic. We went out on Clayton 
avenue and he parked the car on 
Louisville avenue, just west of the 
Chamberlain confectionery. We 
went into the confectionery and 
Meglich went up to the counter 
and asked for a package of cigar- 
ettes. 


Confectioner Opens Fire. 


“Parrish and I got out our pistols 
and as we did the man at the coun- 
ter began firing. Parrish and I 
turned and ran. He ran so fast 
that I couldn’t keep up with him. 
When I got to the car I found him 
lying on the street beside it. 

“Parrish couldn’t say anything. I 
guess he was unconscious. Meglich 
came running up in a few moments 
and we got Parrish into the car. 
Meglich drove. We went south and 
turned into an alley north of 
Mitchell avenue. We saw a man in 
a window and we figured he would 
find Parrish, so we left him there.” 

The Chamberlain holdup was at 8 
o’clock. Two and a half hours 
later, Robert Brand and his wife, 
3938 Shaw boulevard, drove up the 
alley and found Parrish’s body, ly- 
ing beside the automobile which 
subsequently was identified by its 
owner Verne Miller as having been 
stolen from his driveway at 4440 
Lindell boulevard earlier in the 
evening. 

Detectives found in Parrish’s 
pocket a piece of paper giving his 
address on Lindell boulevard, and 
among his effects there found the 
names of Dunnegan and Meglich. 
Chamberlain, the confectionery pro- 
prietor, was unable to identify the 
prisoners, but his account of the 
holdup tallied with theirs. 

Parrish’s cap and pistol were 
found on a lawn on Louisville ave- 
nue, and the revolver used by Dun- 
negan was recovered from the alley 
where Parrish’s body was found. 
The address of Parrish’s hotel room, 
where the trunk and clothing stolen 
last Friday, were found, was fur- 
nished by Dunnegan, 

Parrish lived with his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harvey B. Parrish, 
and a brother, Harvey D. Parrish. 
The brother said Fletcher had

Shoots. Wife, Four of Her 
Relatives, Another 
Couple, After Which He 
Flees and Writes Will.

MOUNT VERNON, Ky., Jan. 9.— 


George M. Collett, 45 years old, a 
former roadhouse operator accused 
of receiving stolen goods, shot seven 
persons te death today, then fled, 


made his will, and killed himself 
when a posse surrounded him. 

Collett shot to death his wife, 
her parents, and four others and 
wounded two persons before he fled 
from the Copper Creek community. 

The dead: Mrs. Stella Collett, 
28, wife of the slayer; William Hel- 
ton, 65, her father; Mrs. William 
Helton, 60; Miss Lola Helton,. 23, 
their daughter; Howard Helton, 26, 
their son; Julian Borders, Postmas- 
ter at Crab Orchard, 52; Mrs. Julian 
Borders, 52; and Collett. 

The wounded: Lonnie and Carlo 
Helton, brothers of Mrs. Collett. 

“Last Wish and Will.” 

The members of the Helton fam- 
ily were killed at their home and 
Borders and his wife at their home 
several miles away. 

Surrounded six hours after the 
killings in a cabin nine miles from 
the Helton home, Collett put a pis- 
tol to hig head and ended his life. 

A scrawled “last wish and will,” 
apparently written after he had 
taken refuge in the cabin, was 
found on his body by County Judge 
Cc. C. Carter. The will left his guns 
to a dentist and set aside $100 for 
an account of the tragedy to be 
written and flowers for his grave. 

Why He Shot Family. 

The will asserted the shooting 
was the result of refusal by his 
wife’s family to let him see her last 
night. It also declared he thought 
a raid in which officers had tried to 
capture him caused his wife to lose 
her mental balance. Mrs. Collett 
became mentally deranged follow- 
ing a recent raid and shooting in 
which officers tried to take Collett. 

Borders was found in his night 
clothing in the rear yard of his 
home, near his garage, and offi- 
cers assumed he was shot in an at- 
tempt to stop the slayer from tak- 
ing his automobile in which to es- 
cape. Mrs. Borders was killed in 
her bed.

With Reilly’s permission Dr. Con- 
don stepped from the stand, felt the 
lawyer’s arm and pronounced him 
“undoubtedly a heavyweight.” 

The spectators roared. 

The court again pealed with 
laughter when the witness re- 
marked, “Yes, you are a heavy- 
weight—physically.” 

Reilly asked whether Dr. Condon 
had taught therapy. “No,” he re- 
plied. 

Attorney-General Objects. 

Reilly then asked whether or not 
he had signed for a book on sym- 
bolism in the New York Public Li- 
brary. To this Attorney-General V¥i- 
lentz objected strenuously. He ad- 
mitted that a withdrawal card for 
such a book was available but said 
that he would oppose it as evidence 
“because it has nothing to do with 
the case.” 

There was a heated argument 
between Reilly and Wilentz on the 
card issued from the library. it 
showed the signature of a “John 
Condon.” 

Wilentz promised to produce it, 
but said he would object to its tn- 
troduction as evidence. 

Reilly then asked Dr. Condon to 
write on a pad the name “John 
Condon.” 

“No, it’s not my name,” the wit- 
ness said. 

“My name is John Francis Con- 
don, or John F. Condon.” 

Signature as Evidence. 

The book is reported to have in 
it the symbol that marked all of 
the authentic ransom notes. It 
was reported by a New York de- 
tective to have been withdrawn and 
signed for by a “John Condon.” 

Reilly finally had the witness 
sign “John Francis Condon,” and 
offered the paper in evidence. 

The chief defense counsel asked 
Dr. Condon if he was a gentleman 
of leisure.

Motion for Mistrial. ° 

During a dispute over a statement 
Reilly charged Dr. Condon had 
made in Massachusetts recently, the 
defense counsel moved for with- 
drawal of a juror and a mistrial. 
Reilly said, “At least one juror was 
influenced.” 

Overruled on this, Reilly then 
asked if in “Mr. Dunnigan’s drug 
store there he did not say that ‘We 
have not yet discovered ‘John’”. 

“And didn’t you say,” Reilly 
added, “that you would be willing 
to give $10,000 to find him?” 

“Are you finished?” Dr. Condon 
asked. “Yes,” said Reilly. 

“There was no such thing,” the 
witness replied. 

Wilentz interrupted here to say 
he had a letter from the druggist. 
Then Reilly moved for dismissal of 
the jury. Justice Trenchard, in 
denying the motion, asked that it 
be disregarded. 


Witness and Lawyer Clash. 

The dispute between Reilly and 
Dr. Condon was prefaced by a 
sharp exchange of bitter remarks, 
of which this is typical:.

HE IDENTIFIES

Courtroom Crowded as Re- 
tired Educator Describes 
Dealings With Alleged 
Abductor — Motion for 
Mistrial Denied.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 9.— 
Dr. John F. Condon today testi- 
fied that Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann was the “John’’ to whom he 
paid the $50,000 ransom for the 
kidnaped Lindbergh baby. 

Taking the witness stand in 
Hauptmann’s trial for the murder 
of the Lindbergh baby, shortly 
after the opening of the day's 
court session, Dr. Condon de- 
clared: ‘‘ ‘John’ is Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann!” 

A little later, after identifying 
notes exchanged between himself 
and “John,” Dr. Condon added 
to his identification by saying 
that Hauptmann was the man 
who met him and sat on a bench 
with him for an hour in Van 
Cortland Park some time before 
the ransom was paid. 


After cross-examination began 
this afternoon, a motion by Chief 
Defense Counsel Edward J. Reilly 
for a mistrial was denied by Jus- 
tice Trenchard, 

Reilly was questioning Dr. Con- 
don regarding a conversation he 
was alleged to have had with a 
druggist in Taunton, Mass., when 
Attorney-General Wilentz inter- 
rupted to say that he had a letter 
from the druggist. Reilly immedi- 
ately moved for the dismissal of 
jury and a mistrial, but Justice 
Trenchard promptly denied it. 
Court adjourned for the day at 
4:28 p. m. with Dr. Condon on the 


‘stand under cross-examination. 


Gave the Money to “John.” 

Dr. Condon was dressed in a 
black suit, and wore a red knitted 
tie with white stripes, and cellu- 
loid collar. 
He looked directly at his ques 
tioner, Attorney-General Wilentz, 
and shook his finger. His voice 
was loud. 

The identification was reached 
early in his testimony, Wilentz 
quickly leading him up to the night 
of April 2, 1932, when he drove with 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh to St. 
Raymond’s Cemetery with $70,000 
in a wooden box to meet the man 
known as “John.” 

After he testified that $50,000 was 
separated from the money, Wilentz 
asked: “Did you give the money to 
a man that night?” 

“I did,” he answered, his voice 
beginning to rise. 

“Whom did you give it to?” 
John.” 

“Who is John?” 
Hauptmann!” 

Hauptmann turned deep scarlet 
and glared at the witness. Dr, Con- 
don glared back. 

Dr. Condon’s Detailed Testimony.

GORMAN, WHO 
TRED TO RUN DOG 
TRAGK, ENDS LF 


Found in East Side Woods, 
Under Auto, With Muf- 
fler Wrapped Around 
Head and Exhaust Pipe. 


James C. Gorman, former presi- 
dent of the Mississippi Valley Ken- 
nel Club, who lost a large amount 
of money trying to operate the Ca- 
hokia dog track in recent years, 
was found dead beenath his 
automobile in a woods near Triple 
wake, seven miles south of East 
St. Louis, az 10 p. m. yesterday. His 
silk muffler was wrapped around 
the exhaust pipe and placed over 
his face. He left severa] notes in- 
dicating he had ended his life. 

Gorman, who was 53 years old, 
had real estate offices in the Ar- 
cade Building, East St. Louis, but 
visited them infrequently during 
the last few months. His wife, 
Mrs. Juanita Story Gorman, di- 
vorced him last Oct. 22, charging 


general indignities. They had one 
son, Newton, 13. Gorman lived at 
the Broadview Hotel until two 
weeks ago. He then moved to 
1018 Pennsylvania avenue, East St. 
Louis. 

Two hunters found the body. Gor- 
man apparently had been dead 
about six hours. The motor was not 
running, as the gasoline had been 
exhausted. The floor boards of the 
car had been removed and a three- 
foot hose thrust through, indicating 
Gorman had first tried to pipe the 
exhaust fumes into the car. 

Several insurance papers and a 
mortgage were found in Gorman 3 
pockets, along with a printed note 
which identified himself and re- 
quested that “in case of accident or 
death” his son and an East St. Louis 
undertaker be notified. There was 
also a letter addressed to his sister, 
Mrs. Louise Kennedy, Pierce City, 
Mo., which authorities did not open. 

The mother of Gorman’s former 
wife said he had attempted twice 
before to end his life.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 9.—Six 
bills proposing reforms in the crim- 
inal codes of Missouri were intro- 
duced today in the House. They em- 
body legislative recOmmendations 
by Gov.

Representative Roy Hamlin of 
Marion County, Democratic major- 
ity floor leader, offered a bill to 
carry out one of the Governor’s rec- 
ommendations, which would reduce 
from one year to four months the 
period allowed for filing appeals to 
the Supreme Court from convictions 
in felony cases. The bill would au- 
thorize the Judge of the trial court, 
on a showing of cause, to grant an 
extension of time for 60 days. 

Falzone Offers Five Bills. 

Representative Joseph A. Falzone 
(Rep.), St. Louis, introduced five 
bills, proposing the following re- 
forms: 

Placing the State on an equal ba- 
sis with the defense as to the num- 
ber of challenges allowed in select- 
ing a jury. The number varies 
with the offense charged. 

Giving the State the same oppor- 
tunity to take depositions of wit- 
nesses in advance of a trial, as now 
is afforded the defense. 

Increasing the terms for which 
prosecuting attorneys are elected 
from two to four years. 

Providing that bail bonds fur- 
nished for defendants in criminal 
cases shall be a lien on the real es- 
tate covered by the bond. 

Requiring that sureties of bail 
bonds shall have an equity in the 
real estate pledged as surety, which 
is in excess of the amount of the 
bond, and requiring that sureties 
shall be examined under oath as to 
their qualifications.

There is a little bit of a 
parkway on the inside of that gate 
and 1 heard a rustle in that direc- 
tion. .. He heard it and _ said, 
‘There’s a Cop.’ 

He caught ahold of the bars and 
climbed, what I call ‘turner’ fash- 
ion, up to the top of that fence and 
jumped in front of me.... 

“‘Did you sended the cops?’ he 
asked. I said, ‘No, I gave you my 
word that I wouldn’t do that, and 
I kept my word.’

Dr. Condon won his audience 
from the start. His ponderous 
manner of answering even simple 
questions, his avuncular appeal- 
ance, his protracted explanations, 
brought chuckles from the specta- 
tors. His voice was clear, his enun- 
ciation careful, his choice of words 
deliberate without being studied. 

Frequent Gestures by Witness. 

The spectators leaned forward, at- 
tracted by his bland joviality. As 
he spoke his eyebrows lifted and 
his chin came down and his lips 
parted slightly, and with features 
thus fixed he watched Attorney- 
General David T. Wilentz unti] the 
next question. 

The next question always brought 
a change of expression, a shifting 
of features, and another gesture. 
His eyebrows lifted rapidly and fell 
as heavily as he laid heavy em- 
phasis on some of his words. 

He came quickly to the point of 
his story after the first long pre- 
liminary explanations. He told of 
the note he received from the kid- 
naper, his trip with Al Reich, the 
former pugilist, who had preceded 
him to the stand, and came at last 
to the identification.

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FEDERAL AGENTS 
KILL KIDNAPING 
SUSPECT IN FIGHT 


Russell Gibson, Wanted in 
Brewer Abduction, Trap- 
ped by 16 Officers in 
Chicago Apartment. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—Russell Gib- 
gon, 32-year-old suspect in the $200,- 
000 kidnaping of Edward G. Bre- 
mer, wealthy St. Paul banker, was 
trapped and killed last night by 
Federal agents in a North Side 
apartment. 

Gibson, an ex-convict and reputed 
member of the abduction gang of 
Alvin Karpis and Arthur Barker, 
attempted to shoot it out with a 
picked squad of 16 agents, but his 
machine gun jammed. He fell mor- 
tally wounded from a bullet fired 
from a rifle of the raiding squad,

the bullet penetrating a steel vest 
Gibson was wearing. He died in 
a hospital at 1:40 a. m. 

Gibson, who also was known as 
“Slim” Gray, attempted to flee out 
of the back door of the apartment 
at 3920 Pine Grove avenue—not far 
from the spot where John Dillinger 
was shot and killed last July 22. 
He fired as he ran, but was able 
to shoot but one bullet before his 
weapon failed. 

Tear Gas Used in Raid. 

Meanwhile the officers had flood- 
ed the apartment with tear gas, 
forcing the surrender of a man and 
a woman, who identified herself as 
Mrs. Clara Gibson, wife of the gang- 
ster who was killed. The identity 
of the man was not disclosed. 

He was at first identified by the 
agents as Willie Harrison, a former 
St. Louis golf professional and mem-~ 
ber of the Karpis-Barker gang, but 
later Harold Nathan, assistant to 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
announced that the man was not 
Harrison. 

Nathan denied reports that the 
man was Arthur or Ray Barker or 
Al@in Karpis. He said, however, 
that the agents have been seeking 
Harrison as a member of the Kar- 
pis-Barker gang. 

The raid was the culmination of 
a week’s surveillence over the 
apartment, where Gibson had been 
living for three months. How the 
agents discovered his whereabouts 
was not disclosed. 

Gibson Admits Identity. 


Under the direction of E. J. Con- 
nelley and others attached to the 
local office of the Division of Inves- 
tigation, the agents surrounded the 
place. When they knocked on the 
door, there was no answer, but al- 
most at the same time Gibson ran 
out of the back door. Before he 
died he was questioned by Agent 
Thomas Myers, but admitted noth- 
ing except the identity of himself 
and his wife, and to name his man 
companion as “Willie.”

LOWEST ON RECORD 


Public Health Service Report 


Says Depression Did Not 
Increase Sickness. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. — The 


Public Health Service today report- 


ed that “there is no evidence” the 
depression has lowered the nation’s 
general level of health. 

The annual report of Surgeon- 


General Cumming credited the “con- 


tinuation of good health” to the 
“vast work of the relief agencies” 
and the absence of widespread epi- 
demics. ‘ 
The death rate for the calendar 
year 1933 was placed at 10.5 per 1000 
population and designated the “low- 
est ever recorded in the United 
States.” 

Modern invention has brought 
new health problems, the Health 
Service disclosed. 

“The airplane,” the report said, 
“is now an important possible 
source of infection to this country. 
During the fiscal year, 3668 air- 
planes carrying 26,951 persons ar- 
rived at 57 airports of entry in the 
United States from foreign ports, 
requiring quarantine inspection. 
“With the greater use of aerial 
transportation and modern -speed 
of travel, the time of passage from 


of many dangerous communicable 
diseases.” 

These new lows in 1933 death 
rates were listed by the depart- 
ment: 

Tuberculosis—59 per 100,000 pop- 
ulation, 5 per cent lower than pre- 
vious minimum; typhoid fever— 
3.5, 8 per cent lower; diphtheria— 
3.9, “lowest ever recorded.” 

Only 40 deaths in nearly 7000 
cases of smallpox were reported. 
Three “major local epidemics” 
were recorded, amebic dysentery in 
Chicago, encephalitis in St. Louis, 
and poliomyelitis in California.

CORSIGAN BANDIT Crt

Andre Spada Likely to Go to 
Death on Guillotine for 
Killing Girl,

AJACCIO, Corsica, Jan. 9.—Death 


Corsican ‘bandit chiefs, will likely 
pay for his terrorism. A year and 
a half has been spent preparing the 
case on which the Government’s 
prosecutor will ask for his sentence. 

Meanwhile, the dethroned “king 


in his cell in Ajaccio’s humble jail, 


he surrendered to an expeditionary 
force equipped with tanks and ma- 
chine guns, he has persisted in this 
Alienists had him un- 
der observation for six months, then 
diagnosed his case as “simulated 
insanity.” 

Natives attribute to him upward 
of 12 murders during the 11 years 
he ruled in the forests. His trial 
will take place before the Corsican 


Court of Assizes at Bastia, where, | 

accusers say, he shot and killed a | 

22-year-old girl he mistook for one 

who had rejected his attentions. 
Sordid Career. 

Seldom has an outlaw in Corsica, 
where banditry has thrived in hills 
and forests, achieved the notoriety 
of the 37-year-old Spada. Although 
he called himself an “honor bandit,” 
his career has been a sordid one. 
His capture was brought about 
when he appeared voluntarily in' 
his native village of Coggia, wear- 
ing a white tunic with a wreath of 
thorns on his head and carrying a 
cane surmounted by a cross. 

Startled inhabitants heard him 
mutter, “God, what have I done!” 
and saw him pray at the village 
fountain. They informed the au- 
thorities. He surrendered without 
resistance. 

One of the most serious defenses 
attributed to him was committed 
near the town of Lopigna in April, 
1930, when the mail bus to Ajaccio 
was ambushed and its driver and 
two escorting gendarmes killed. 
Stones piled in the highway forced 


the car, carrying three passengers, | 


to’ stop. Without warning, shots 
were fired from the roadside, the 
bandits emerged, obliged the pas- 
sengers to descend, and set fire to 
the machine. 

‘Inherits Palace. 

Already known as “the monarch 
of the woods,” Spada added “king 
of the green palace” to his titles on 
the death of a contemporary bandit 
chief, Romanetti, whose properties 
he inherited. 

A fortress-like structure, the 
green palace, was situated high in 
the hills, overlooking a wide sweep 
of country. There Spada reigned 
in regal splendor. Visitors from all 
walks of life paid tribute to him 
and joined him in sumptuous ban- 
quets. 

An example of his ferocity is 
given in a story current in Corsica 
which links his name to that of 
Marie Caviglioli, pretty peasant girl 
on whom he had set his heart. He 
promised to make her “queen,” and 
even burn Ajaccio if that would 
please her, but she rejected his 
proposals.

ROBED AS A BISHOP, 
BURED AS A PAUPER 


Funeral of Abbot Obrecht, Sus 
perior of Trappists, at 
Gethsemane, Ky.

GETHSEMANE, Ky., Jan. *— 


Clothed in a Bishop’s robes, Ea- 
mond A. Obrecht, a French soldier 
who turned monk and became an 
abbot received a pauper’s burial in 
the cemetery of the Trappist Mon- 
astery here yesterday. / 


The austere burial, in conformity 
with a monk’s vow of poverty, fol- 
lowed impzessive funeral services 
conducted in the church of the Ab- 
bey of Our Lady of Gethsemani by 
Denis Cardinal Dougherty, of Phil- 
adelphia, and attended by prelates, 
priests and laymen. 

Chanting hymns the Trappist 
monks, clad in the coarse robes 
and the heavy shoes they wear at 
work in the fields, carried their ab- 
bot on a rude wooden bier to the 
little graveyard behind the church. 

Uncoffined, the body was lowér@d 
into the grave after the service of 
absolution by Bishop John ‘WA. 
Floersh of Louisville. A canvas 
shelter protected those about -fhe 
grave from a hard rain that fell 
during the service. Three old lay 
friends of the abbot, overcome with 
grief, fainted during the ceremony. 

An unadorned metal cross was 
placed at the head of the grave. 
The marker differs from the others 
in the cemetery only in that it has 
the word “abbot” under the name. 

More than 225 visitors from dis- 
tant points came to honor the ab- 
bot, who died last Friday at the 
age of 82. He was superior admin- 
istrator of Trappist monasteries in 
North America and head of the ab- 
bey here for more than 35 years. 

Pontifical requiem mass was sung 
by Cardinal Dougherty. He was as- 
sisted by abbey priests and visiting 
prelates. 

The white-clad priest members 
of the community, which numbers 
about 100 monks, sang in the choir. 
They followed the ritual from huge 
leather and metal bound tomes. 
Monks in brown robes stood in front 
of them. 

The rules of the monastery for- 
bidding women within the walls 
were modified to permit 40 visitmg 
lay women and nuns to occupy the 
balcony at the back of the church.

Arbitration Commission Also Decides Canada 
Is Entitled to Apology in Liquor Vessel 
Case of 1929. 


(Copyright, 1935, by the Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The 


United States-Canadian commission 
to arbitrate the controversy result- 
ing from the sinking of the liquor 


runner “I’m Alone” off the Louisi- 
@na coast in 1929 by a revenue cu*- 
ter, held today that the United 
States should apologize for sinking 
the vessel and should pay Canada 
$25,000 as compensation. 

The decision was given by Justice 
Van Devanter of the United States 
Supreme Court and Chief Justice 
Duff of Canada. 

In the long drawn-out case, Can- 
ada claimed damages of $386,000. 

The commission reported that no 
compensation should be allowed to 
the owner for the ship or its 


cargo. As for the master and crew,! 


it was found they were not parties 
to any conspiracy to smuggle liquor 
into the United States, but were 
mere employes to navigate the ship 
from place to place as the owners 


| 


directed. By reason of their non- 
participation in the alleged con- 
spiracy, the commission found they 
should be compensated for their 
clothing and effects which were 
sunk with the ship and for the 
wrong that was done them by cast- 
ing them into the sea and then put- 
ting them in irons. This was done 
by the Coast Guard. 

The commission recommended 
that the United States pay John T. 
Randell, captain of the. ship, $7906; 
the representatives of John Wil- 
liams, a member of the crew who 
has since died, $1250; Jens Jansen, 
$1098; James Barrett, $1932; repre- 
sentatives of William Wordsworth, 
now dead, $907; Eddie Young, $999; 
Chesley Hobbs, $1323; and Edward 
Fouchard, $965. All the latter were 
members of the crew. 

Amanda Mainguy, the widow of 
Leon Mainguy, a member of the 
crew, who lost his life when the 
I’m Alone was sunk, was awarded 
$10,185 for herself and children.

of “hot” or illegally produced oil 
across state boundaries was uncon- 
stitutional, then it removed the bars 
set up against a grave abuse that 
threatens any conservation of the 
nation’s oil supply. If, on the other 
hand, it sustained the petroleum 
control powers in the President’s 
hand, then it laid a precedent for 
the possible eventual concentration 
of practically all the powers of Con- 
gress in the hands, not of the legis- 
lative branch of the Government, 
but of the executive. This last 
would be a clear recipe for dicta- 
torship. There remains the ques- 
tion of what to do to curb the cha- 
otic flow of oil unavoidably turned 
loose by the ruling.

FRANCE AND = 
TO TALK IT OVER IF 
GERMANY REARMS 


Newly-Signed Accord Calls 
for Mutual Consultation 
**in Case This Eventual- 
ity Arises.” 


\By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Jan. 9.—Determination by 


France and Italy not to recognize 
Germany’s rearmament is dis- 
closed in an official communique 
giving details of agreements 
reached between Premier Musso- 
lini and Foreign Minister Laval of 


France. The agreements, which 
provide for French concessions to 
Italy in Africa and pledge the two 
nations to mutual efforts to pre- 
serve peace in Europe, contained 
this paragraph: 

“The Italian and French govern- 
ments, recalling the declaration of 
Dec. 11, 1932, in reference to the 
rights of equality, are in accord in 
recognizing that no country can 
modify by a unilateral act her ob- 
ligations regarding armaments, and 
that in case this eventuality arises 
they will consult with each other.” 

It was under the declaration of 
Dec. 11, 1932, that Germany re- 
turned to the disarmament confer- 
ence after having abandoned it the 
previous summer. The declaration 
granted in Germany theoretical 
equality of armament rights, but 
stipulated that this equality 
should be reached by gradual 
stages, partly through further dis- 
armament of heavily-armed coun- 
tries and partly through rearma- 
ment of Germany. 


The considerable rearmament 
alleged to have been achieved by 
Germany to date is, Italy believes, 
in violation of this declaration. 

The communique also discloses 
the extent of French concessions in 
Africa. Laval agreed to give Italy 
44,500 square miles of territory off 
the Northeastern ends of French 
West Africa and French Equatorial 
Africa. He also promised enough 
of French Somaliland to give Italy 
command «of the Strait of Bab-el- 
Mandes, linking the Red Sea and 
the Bay of Aden, as well as the 
Island of Doumerrah. 


France agreed that Italians in 
Tunis might keep their Italian 
citizenship until 1965. Babies born 
of Italian parents, until 1945 will 
be Italians, and those born between 
1945 and 1965 may choose between

A TIMELY WARNING. 

What the United States Supreme Court said in the 
oil case, in upsetting the oil-control section of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act and the President’s 
executive orders thereunder, was not that Congress 
has no right to regulate oil production under the in- 
terstate commerce clause of the Constitution. It did 
not pass on that question. What it did pass on, 
forcibly and warningly, was the method by which 
Congress sought to regulate oil production. It said 
that Congress went beyond constitutional bounds 
when, in the section in question, it delegated unlim- 
ited legislative power to the President. It said in ef- 
fect, to use the phrase of our Washington corre- 
spondent, that in delegating power to an executive 
agent, whether over oil or in any other field, Con- 
gress is inhibited by the Constitution from writing 
that agent a “blank check.” 

It does not necessarily follow from the court’s de- 
cision in the oil case that other instances of dele- 
gated authority under the Recovery Act will be found 
unconstitutional. Donald R. Richberg, the executive 
director of the National Emergency Council, who 


) helped to draft the NIRA, has pointed out this patent 


fact. It is, however, manifest that the , decision 
throws a fog of doubt around much of the emergency 
legislation enacted during the Roosevelt administra- 
tion and the executive orders by which it has been 
given effect. This is, of course, notably true of the 
codes promulgated under the first portion of the Re 
covery Act. The Supreme Court will pass upon par- 
ticular cases of delegated authority as they arise. 

The court has laid down the principle by which it 
will be guided. It is well that the court has set 
out this definite restraint upon past and future ex- 
cesses by Congress. 

There is nothing in the Constitution, says the 
court, which estops Congress from “laying down poli- 
cies and establishing standards, while leaving to se- 
lected instrumentalities the making of subordinate 
rules within prescribed limits and the determination 
of facts to which the policy as declared by the legis- 
lature is to apply.” 

But—and this is the important point—the court 
goes on to say that “there are limits of delegation 
which there is no constitutional authority to tran- 
scend.” It says that the controverted oil section of 
the- Recovery Act, the section giving the President 
the power to interdict the interstate shipment of oil 
produced in excess of state quotas, clearly goes be- 
yond constitutional limits. This it does, the court 
says, because with respect to the production of oil 
in excess of permitted quotas, Congress “has declared 
no policy, has established no standard, has laid down 
no rule. There is no requirement, no definition of 
circumstances and conditions in which the transpor- 
tation is to be allowed or prohibited.”” The court 
says that if the section in question were held valid— 

Congress could at will and as to such subjects as 
it chooses, transfer that function (the function of 
law-making) to the President or to an adminis- 
trative body. The question is not of the intrin- 
sic importance of the particular statute before 
us, but of the constitutional processes of legisla- 
tion which are an essential part of our system 
of government. 

But this is not all. The court sets out another 
reason for its overthrow of the President’s oil-con- 
trol orders under the section in question. It points 
out that the President gave no finding of facts as 
the basis. of his action. It says that if (as was not 
the case) the statute had prescribed conditions which 
were to govern the President's exercise of authority, 
the President still could not act validly without hav- 
ing regard for those conditions. 

The statute and the regulations, then, were invali- 
dated for two reasons. First, the statute failed to 
set proper limitations on the President’s authority; 
second, the President acted without giving any state- 
ment as to the ground for his action. The court thus 
succinctly states the objections that it found con- 
trolling: 

Both Section 9C and the executive orders are 
in notable contrast with historic practice by 
which declarations of policy are made by the Con- 
gress and delegations are within the framework 
of that policy and have relation to facts and con- 
ditions to be found and stated by the President 
in the appropriate exercise of the delegated au- 
thority. 

Whether or not Congress can still find a way, with- 
in the boundaries fixed by the court, to end the 
chaotic conditions in the oil industry, or whether 
this can only be done by state action, is a question 
that cannot be answered from the current opinion 
of the court. The court passed only on the method 
sought to be applied in the Recovery Act. Nor can 
it be said that the decision portends either the vali- 
dation or invalidation of other particular delegations 
of power to the executive. 

It can be said, definitely, that the Supreme Court 
has issued a timely and unmistakable warning 
against congressional excesses in conferring legisla- 
tive power upon the executive. 
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IN THE SAAR. 

The efficiency of the international machinery for 
keeping the peace in the Saar plebiscite was tested 
last Sunday, and successfully. Large and enthusiastic 
rallies of both sides in the fierce contest—the Nazi 
group and the status quo faction—were held simul- 
taneously. Only slight disturbances occurred, instead 
of the bloody riots that had been feared. It was a 
triumph for free expression, for the League’s plebi- 
scite organization and for the international army of 
3300 now patrolling the region. 

The vote of next Sunday, however, can scarcely 
be an example of free expression, despite the Plebis- 
cite Commission’s most earnest efforts. As Albin E. 
Johnson stated in his article from Saarbruecken, 
printed in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, the Nazis have 
continued their campaign of threats and terrorism. 
Under these circumstances, it cannot be said, as some 
observers have remarked, that the plebiscite will be 
an unfettered expression of German opinion on the 
Hitler regime, as contrasted with the mock elections 
within Germany. League control does assure, how- 
ever, that there will be no tampering with the ballots, 
so there will be at least an honest report on the 
anti-Nazi vote actually cast. 

The issues, too, are different from those in the 
German elections. The Saar is to choose, as the 
Nazis constantly emphasize, between return to the 
Fatherland and continuance under alien rule. That 
return to Germany will mean life under a dictator- 
ship, where economic conditions are hard, will not 
outweigh, for the majority, the patriotic rallying cry 
—plus the threats of reprisals—sounded by the Nazis. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Johnson estimates an anti-Hitler 
vote of 30 to 35 per cent: So grea: a percentage 
would be a blow to the Fuehrer’s prestige, indicating 
a considerable change of sentiment since two years 


Germany was expected from the preponderantly Ger- 
man population. Hitler’s desire to make as good a 
showing as possible accounts for the Nazis’ intense 
and costly campaign. 

Return of the Saar to Germany will remove a sore 
spot from Franco-German relations, and will prove 
a helpful measure for preserving Europe’s peace. The 
recent agreement between the two countries on pay- 
ment for the mines, and the League agencies’ success 
in keeping the peace in the last tense days, augur 
well for a peaceful transition. 
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END OF THE ILLINOIS TREASON CASE. 

The widely controverted Illinois “treason” case has 
come to an end by means of a compromise, and a 
wise compromise it is for all concerned. The State, 
as represented by Montgomery County officials, 
dropped its effort to convict the 14 defendants of 
attempting to overthrow the Government, as charged 
in their indictment under the 1919 “treason” statute. 
The defendants virtually pleaded guilty to the charge 
of conspiring to commit an illegal act—specifically, 
holding relief demonstrations at Hillsboro and No- 
komis, in violation of emergency ordinances passed 
in those towns. Since most of them had spent a 
large part of the summer in jail, they had been suf- 
ficiently punished for the offense, and their release 
on parole is an act of justice. 

By this compromise, Montgomery County is spared 
a long-drawn and costly trial, such as would have 
been necessary in attempting to prove guilt under the 
treason statute. Conviction of the men on the lesser 
charge is, on the other hand, a vindication of the lo- 
cal authorities in upholding law and order, and ap 
acknowledgment of realities. After all, these men’s 
offense was more closely akin to disturbance of the 
peace than to conspiracy to overthrow the Govern- 
ment. All parties to the settlement deserve praise 
for finding, by means of concessions, a simple way 
out of a complicated matter. 

The outcome, too, should hasten repeal of the 
treason statute. Since the State chose not to press 
action under its provisions, it is clear that, in this 
case, at least, the law stands discredited, and is 
virtually a piece of deadwood on the statute books. 
Yet, if allowed to remain, it may be invoked again, 
to the imperiling of civil liberties. The trial’s out- 
come shows plainly that the State has full power to 
deal with disturbers. State Senator James O. Mon- 
roe, who will seek to bring about the statute’s repeal, 
has an object lesson available to demonstrate its 
dangers and unworkability. 
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A PRIZE-WINNING JUDGE. 

That visiting Frenchman who remarked upon leav- 
ing our shores, some months ago, that Kansas City 
was the wickedest city in the world (and he had seen 
Paris) is hereby made a perpetual member of the 
Ananias Club. So are all those who, upon getting a 
close-up of Kansas City under the reign of King Tom 
I, have declared it a rip-roaring frontier town, com- 
pared with which Sodom and Gomorrah were just a 
couple of prim and prissy villages. 

Our authority for the fact that Kansas City has 
been grossly slandered and libeled is Judge Brown 
Harris of the Jackson County Circuit Court, who has 
just had to apologize to a new grand jury because 
he could not find anything for it to do. “Kansas 
City,” quoth the Judge, “is probably the most law- 
abiding city in the country today.” Major crimes are 
at a minimum and “there will probably be only a few 
minor cases brought to your attention by the prose- 
cutor.” 

That forthright statement should win the Judge a 
year’s subscription to the Missouri Democrat.

ALL THAT GLITTERS IS NOT GOLD. 

A disillusioning story comes from Hollywood. The 
movie actors are not the pampered pets of fortune 
popular fancy fondly assumes. Some of them, to be 
sure, do dwell in marble halls. They are the chosen 
few. For every one who pitches his, or her, palatial 
tent on the mountainside there are scores that totter 
precariously along the brink. 

A statement prepared by a committee of the Screen 
Actors’ Guild says 59 per cent of the acting popula- 
tion—none of them “extras’—are underpaid, their 
earnings running from $1000 to $3000 a year. And 
the heyday of the fortunate ones is short. Among 
the waiting lists are many of the stars of yesteryear. 
Accounting shows that only a penny and a fraction 
of the box office dollar reaches the actors. The pro- 
ducers, moreover, are accused of trickery and dis- 
honesty. Their code of ethics is described as “the 
lowest of all industries.” All this, and more, is re- 
cited in a memorial to the Administrator of the in- 
dustry to formulate a program of fair practices under 
the NRA. 

In justice to the movies, it should be said that they 
have never pretended to be an economic Mecca. The 
youth of the land have been earnestly adjured to keep 
away from Hollywood. The fate of so many hopefuls 
that have made the pilgrimage has been frequently 
related. But that, supposedly, had to do with the 
applicants that could not pass the test. Apparently, 
for the majority of those who survive, it is gall and 
wormwood rather than milk and honey. 
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FOR THE SAKE OF THE RECORD. 

A recurring theme in letters to the Post-Dispatch 
and in veterans’ propaganda about the bonus is the 
danger and discomfort suffered by veterans at the 
front. Typical is a passage from a letter telling 
about the civilians who stayed at home reaping a 
golden harvest “while the boys in uniform .were 
trudging in mud and water, stopping bullets, breath- 
ing gas and whatnot for the mere sum of $30 per 
month.” 

We yield to none in our admiration of the courage 
displayed by American troops at the front. However, 
no one should be deceived by the implication, which 
many proponents of the bonus clearly attempt to 
make, that every man who wore a uniform stopped 
bullets, breathed gas and slept in rat-infested 
trenches. Of the approximately 4,000,000 men who 
wore the uniform, 2,000,000 never got to France. Of 
the 2,000,000 who did get to France, only about 1,000,- 
000 saw actual service at the front. 

The bonus does not discriminate among the men, 
except that $1.25 a day was awarded for foreign 
service as against $1 a day for domestic service. It 
was given to the soldier who participated in every 
major action and to the soldier who was never with- 
in 3000 miles of Chateau Thierry or Argonne Forest. 
Propaganda for the bonus, to be realistic, would have 
to exclude 75 pér cent of the men from the “front 
line” argument.

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WILL SHE FLOAT? 
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Failure of Oil Regulation in Texas 


While Texas has a law for curbing oil production, its purpose is not to restrict but 
to raise revenue from penalties on evasions, writer says; finds reckless waste, po- 
litical chicanery, bribery and judicial connivance involved; asserts cry of states’ 
rights is hypocritical evasion to encourage exploitation of resources for profit.

N utter disregard of the fact that oil is 
| an irreplaceable resource, necessary for 

national defense, and that we are today 
consuming more than we are discovering in 
new fields, thereby dipping heavily into our 
reserves, Texas, concealing its real motive, 
which is to run hot oil and make money 
behind a hypocritical wail about ‘“states’ 
rights,” is now pledged to carry on with the 
most reckless program of waste, coupled 
with political chicanery and law evasion, 
that this country has ever seen. 

Texas, of course, has its own law for the 
restriction of production. But it doesn’t re- 
strict. It was not intended to. On the con- 
trary, it is obvious that its intent was to 
produce revenue for the State. It does— 
here’s how it works: 

All oil wells in Texas—and there are 16,000 
in the East Texas field alone—have their 
“allowable,” which means, for instance, that 
a well with a potential capacity of, say, 8000 
barrels a day can legally produce only 100 
barrels. That is quite a hardship on the 
owner of that well, but the State fixes it 
for him by saying that if he really wants to 
violate the law by running wide open, he 
can do so by paying a penalty of $1000 a day. 

That’s easy. By paying a thousand-dollar 
fine, our well-owner can bring-to the surface 
and put in st8rage $8000 worth of oil, at 
which point the State again comes to his aid 
by asserting, through its courts and its At- 
torney-General, that all oil upon which the 
fine has been paid has thereby become 
blessed. In other words, it is legal and 
the State Railroad Commission, which also 
has control of production, must accept it for 
transportation in interstate commerce. 

* ™ 7 

That’s about all the hot-oil boys are after, 
because, through practical experience, they 
hawe found that once they get their oil mov- 
ing, either in tank cars, trucks or via pipe 
line, it won’t be long until they get it out 
of the State. Meanwhile, the State of Texas, 
virtually a partner in this illegal traffic, 
is not doing so badly. Within the week in 
which this article was written it collected 
$84,000 in fines in one day. 

Suppose, however, the hot-oil runner 
doesn’t want to split with the State by pay- 
ing the penalty, how then does he operate? 
Again it’s easy, and again, in the end, Texas 
comes to the rescue of the law violator. Fake 
valves, blind tanks and by-passes are all 
essential parts of the no-partnership sys- 
tem. By the same token, so are some of 
the State oil inspectors. 

These men, I was told, whose duty it is 
to inspect operations and gauge oil tanks, 
draw a salary of $112 a month from the 
State for so doing. In addition to this sum, 
so I was reliably informed, their charge 
against well-owners whose tanks they do not 
tamper with and whose operations they do 
not supervise is $25 a day. 

Now watch and see what happens. One of 
the hot-oil boys, either by mechanical de- 
vices, or by paying off the inspector, has 
managed to get 10,000 barrels of actually il- 
legal oil in storage and has got caught with 
it. Does he worry? Nota bit. The courts 
are his friends. Perhaps they've been fixed. 
I would hesitate to say that they haven't be- 
cause, right in the face of a hot-oil traffic 
which amounts to at least 100,000 barrels a 
day, they have established the ridiculous 


doctrine that all oil above ground, having 
been produced under the supposed supervi- 
sion of the Railroad Commission, is presumed 
to be legal until it is proved to be illegal. 

Therein lies the joker. You can’t prove 
anything regarding the identity of oil. It 
all looks, tastes and smells:exactly alike. 
Furthermore, there are 33,000 storage tanks 
in the East Texas field into which and out 
of which the stuff comes and goes every 
day. Consequently, how could it be possible 
to demonstrate that this is a barrel of legal 
oil whereas that one is not? Obviously 
it can’t be done, and so all that the hot-oil 
man’s lawyer has to do is locate a reason- 
able Judge and ask for an order compelling 
the State Railroad Commission to accept his 
client's oil for shipment. 

. . = 

Clearly then, from the Governor of the 
State on down to the hot-oil runners them- 
selves, the attitude of the Texans toward 
a system of controlled production that 
would conserve oil is one of antagonism. 
Why? Cash is the answer, plenty of cash. 
Having under their control in the East 
Texas field the largest aggregation of wealth 
that was ever discovered at one spot on this 
planet, the Texans have been stepping out 
high, wide and handsome in their effort to 
squander it.

Due to an insane drilling program, in- 
dulged in by both the major and the in- 
dependent oil operators, who were each 
trying to steal the other’s oil—and are still 
doing so—it is probably safe to say that two 
billion barrels of oil which could have been 
recovered by scientific methods have been 
lost to this country forever. 

The same general condition prevails in 
regard to natural gas in Texas. Even as 
East Texas contains the largest oil field 
in the world so does the Panhandle contain 
the largest reservoirs of natural gas, and 
as the one is being wasted so is the other. 
Here, in a nutshell, is the story of gas: 

For the sake of producing a mere $10,000 
worth of gasoline, the casing-head refineries 
in the Panhandle waste the equivalent, in 
natural gas, of $170,068 worth of crude oil. 
Or, put it this way: Every day in the year, 
out there in the Texas Panhandle, and with 
the consent and knowledge of the State, 
one billion cubic feet of gas, capable of pro- 
ducing 4.2 times as much horse power as 
the great Wilson Dam at Muscle Shoals 
will produce when completed, is blown into 
the air and thrown away! 

The above are all facts, and yet the Gov- 
ernor, Railroad Commission, Legislature, 
Judges and the Representatives of Texas in 
Congress say that the people of the United 
States, through their Secretary of the In- 
terior, have no right to interfere. 

The Federal Government naturally takes 
the contrary position, holding that our oil 
and gas resources belong to the nation and 
that all the people have the right to keep 
a few people from wasting them. The Gov- 
ernment is trying to prevent waste, and is 
succeeding everywhere except in Texas. 

There’s the rub. The oil and gas resources 
of Texas are as great, almost, as those of 
all the rest of the country put together, 
and consequently until it falls into line, by 
honestly enforcing its own laws instead of 
encouraging their violation for a profit, it 
stands as a constant menace,

Program of Opera Tenor In- 
cuudes Works by Bach, Beet- 
hoven and Massenet. 


ICHARD CROOKS, leading 
R tenor of the Metropolitan Opera 
and radio singer, appeared in re- 
cital at the Municipal Auditorium 
last night, under the auspices of the 
Civic Music League. An audience 
that filled the Opera House gave 
him a warm welcome on his first 
appearance before a large group of 
hearers in St. Louis, his recital last 
year having been at The Principia. 
Whether it was the hall in which 
he sang, or for another reason, Mr. 
Crooks appeared to much greater 
advantage last night. He is the pos- 
sessor of a rich, full voice, excel- 
lently trained and always under 
control, and of splendid enunciation. 
His singing of the “Dream,” from 
Massenet’s opera “Manon,” in which 
he made his debut at the Metropoli- 
tan, demonstrated his mastery of 
vocal dynamics, and his apprecia- 
tion of requirements of its artistic 
presentation. No less satisfactory 
was his singing of the “Elle ne 
croyait pas,” from Thomas’ “Mig- 
non,” the other principal number on 
his well-chosen program. 

His singing of the forte passages 
was noticably better than a year ago, 
but in the pianissimo, especially in 
the lower register, there is still a 
breathiness which detracts from the 
beauty of the tone.

HUBERT VOSS, NOTED 
PAINTER, DIES AT 73 


Came to America to Represent 
Dutch Government at First 
Chicago World’s Fair, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Hubert 
Vos, noted portrait painter, died of 
pneumonia yesterday. He was 79 
years old. 

A native of the Netherlands, he 
came to this country to represent 
the Dutch Government as art com- 
missioner to the first Chicago 
World’s Fair. He liked America so 
well he decided to stay here and be- 
came a citizen. 

Mr. Vos, who suffered a cerebral 
hemorrhage three months ago, has 
devoted much of his time in latter 
years to the painting of still life 
pictures of Chinese porcelains. One 
of the first of these was purchased 
by the French Government for the 
Luxembourg galleries. 

Born in Maastricht, Holland, on 
Feb. 17, 1855, he showed a talent 
for drawing and painting at an 
early age. He attracted the atten- 
tion of Jean Portaels, president of 
the Royal Academy of Brussels, 
who urged him to study art. 

He entered the academy and re- 
mained there two years, after 
which he received a grant from 
the Dutch Government to continue 
his studies in Rome. Then he 
painted in the Parisian Atelier of 
Fernan Cormon. In 1886 he ex- 
hibited for the first time in the 
Paris salon his painting, “A Room 
in Brussels Almshouse,” which re- 
ceived a third-class gold medal. 

After that Mr. Vos won many 
awards in quick succession, among 
them a first-class gold medal in 
Munich for his “Pauvre Gens” and 
the diplome d’honneur at Dresden 
for a pastel called “Home Rulers.” 

Medals and honors were  con- 
ferred on him in London, Madrid, 
Amsterdam, Brussels, Berlin and 
other art centers. In 1887 he es- 
tablished a studio in London and 
opened two art schools. He was 
one of the founders of the Society 
of Pastellists and of the Society of 
British Portrait Painters. 

In 1893 the Dutch Government 
sent him to the Chicago World's 
Fair, and it was while there that 
he conceived the notion of paint- 
ing the world’s aboriginal races.

“Mousetail Test” and Suspended 
Payoff Would Stop Racehorse 
Doping, Treasury Chemist Says 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The surest way to curb horse-doping, 
one Government authority believes, is to hold up the pay-off until all 
suspected horses have been examined. 


Dr. H. J. Wollner, consulting 
chemist of the Treasury, who is 
striving toward the elimination of 
this race track evil along with Har- 
ry Anslinger, head of the Bureau of 
Narcotics, advances that solution. 

Horse-dopers won't take the 
chance if they know there will be 
no pay-off, if the horse is shown to 


have been drugged, he says. 

“But under the present saliva 
tests, it requires hours to determine 
whether a horse has been drugged,” 
he explains, “and, in the meantime, 
those winning bets have been paid.” 

He said there is a quicker test 


which hasn’t been used at tracks 
but has been proved in laboratories.” 

“Tt is known as the mousetail 
test. When given a few drops of 
saliva from a horse that has been 
doped, the mouse’s tail within a few 
minutes will curl into a figure ‘S’ 
over its back.”

stimulant which contains no nar-|€ 


cotic and has made the saliva test 
ineffective brings a hearty laugh 
from Wollner. 

“We know all about that one. And 
it can be detected,” he grinned. “It 
doesn’t come under narcotics but 
there are laws through which we 
can halt it.” He refused to elaborate.

FRANCE AND ITALY 
TO TALK IT OVER IF 
GERMANY REARMS 


Continued From Page One. 


French and Italian citizenship. 
The communique continued: 
“The head of the (Italian) Gov- 
ernment and the French Foreign 
Minister have recognized the neces- 
sity of the two governments devel- 
oping economic relations of their 
home territory with their colonies 
in Africa and neighboring coun- 
tries, establishing the necessary 
disposition for this collaboration. 
“In this connection, there will 
be Italian participation in the Jibu- 
ti-Addis Ababa Railroad.” 

With, reference to Austria, Cen- 


tral and Danubian Europe, the 
communique said: 
“The two governments declare 


themselves in accord in recommend- 
ing to those states most interested 
the conclusion of a pact of non-in- 
terference in their respective inter- 
nal affairs and reciprocal under- 
taking not to excite or favor any 
action which might have the pur- 
pose of attempts by force on the 
territoria] integrity, political or so- 
cial regime of one of the contract- 
ing countries.” 

(This, observers pointed out, 
would cover such cases of terrorism 
as the assassination of King Alex- 
ander of Yugoslavia, which dis- 
turbed relations between that coun- 
try and Hungary.) 

“This accord should be concluded 
initially among Italy, Germany, 
Hungary, Czecho-Slovakia, Yugo- 
Slavia and Austria—that is, among 
all the countries bordering Austria 
itself—and be left onen to the ad- 
herence of France, Poland and Ru- 
mania. 

“Moreover, the Italian and 
French governments, realizing the 
necessity of maintaining the inde-

pendence and integrity of Austria, 
are agreed that 1n case this inde- 
pendence and integrity is menaced, 
the two governments will consult 
between themselves with Austria to 
see what measures to take.

The communique said Mussolini 
and Laval “signed a declaration 
whereby it is announced that the 
principal questions between them 
have been liquidated. The proposi- 
tion is -affirmed that the two gov- 
ernments will develop the _ tradi- 
tional friendship which united the 
two nations and will collaborate in 
a spirit of reciproca] confidence in 
the work of reconstruction. 

“It is hereby established that the 
two governments will proceed be- 
tween them to all consultations that 
circumstances may require.”

HE rippers are at it again. They 
=~ busy snipping the stitches 
of their satin or metal fabric 
neckwear in order to release them 
from their frocks—or rather, in 
order to release their frocks from 
the telltale evidences of winter use. 
In place of the heavy collars and 
scarfs, these rippers are putting 
fluffy bits of organdie and lace, or 
gay folds of brightly printed fabrics. 
Sometimes they tuck these new ac- 
cessories into the V of a neckline, 
according to the latest vogue of 
sports attire, but as often they go 
in for expansive coverage, believing 
that the more of a frock’s past they 
can conceal, the more successful its 
early spring career is likely to be. 
After such a lavish display of 
elegant materials, tinsel effects and 


gold braid which characterized the 
winter neckwear, the simple, dainty 
styles of the early springtime seem 
unusually appealing. Organdie 
leads the fabric list but handker- 
chief linen, pique, chiffon and Geor- 
gette aren’t far behind. Valen- 
ciennes lace is once more the fa- 
vorite trimming and is used on every 
type of fabric. Alternating bands 
of sheer fabric and lace contribute 
to the artistic quality of many 


pieces. 


Styles of collars are as varied as 
the ingenuity of the designers can 
make them. Conservative round 
ones add deep vestees and bows. 
The bib collar is featured exten- 
sively but it has widened so that 
it resembles a bertha more than it 
does a bib. Stand-up effects are 
usually agreeable to flattening on 
occasion. 


Scarfs are as important as collars 
in the current mode. They now are 
treated as part of a frock, usually 
being tacked into place rather than 
thrown on haphazardly at the last 
minute. Casualness of arrangement 
is part of their charm, however. A 
careless knot with one end longer 
than the other, ends pulled through 
slits in the frock and Ascot effects 
are accepted, as style-right. ‘Ker- 
chief squares of novelty linen or 
silk continue popular. 


Every time you wear the scarf 
that is sketched at left you will be 
reminded of a stick of candy. Its 
stripes are as multicolored as those 
that circle the stick. They cover 
only one side of this neckpiece, how- 
ever, as a tangerine lining appears 
on the other. You will note from 
the method of tying that the scarf 
is not as long as some of those 
that have been featured during the 
past few years, and that the ends 
are wider. 


Similar in size but different in 
pattern and colors is the scarf 
sketched below. A broken plaid de- 
sign that emphasizes shaded colors 
of brown, green and rose is most 


a 
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The same bright lining 
is employed. By tying this scarf 
in the popular Ascot manner, the 
artist has given you an idea of its 
versatility. Should the wearer wish 
to tuck the ends inside the V neck- 
line of her sports frock, this would 
be quite simple and successful. 

The bib collar will not be pushed 
aside, no matter how many other 
modes are introduced. Its latest 
version is sketched in the circle. 
Strips of tucked batiste alternate 
with Valenciennes insertions across 
the front, while the part which cir- 
cles the neckline is made entirely 
of the lace with the exception of a 
bias batiste edging. Deep cuffs 
formed of the alternating bands of 
sheer fabric and lace complete a 
very pretty ensemble. 

Below this is illustrated a white 
organdie collar which will go a long 
way toward covering up the out- 
moded lines of an old dress. It con- 
sists of a clever vestee section which 
is worn outside rather than inside 
the dress. The slashed front is out- 
lined with Valenciennes lace. The 
turnover collar has lace close to the 
throat as well as around the edge. 
Tucks arranged in groups of three 
are released to give a flared sug- 
gestion. The bow serves as a tie

RETON lace and Georgette are 
Bio old favorites that are back 
in style. You see them together 
at the right, where a fluffy collar 
appears. The collar is made entire- 
ly of the wide Breton edging gath- 
ered to form a ruffle. From the 
sides a second ruffle starts, circling 
the front and providing greater 
elaboration there. The white Georg- 
ette has been tucked and then 
formed into a padded roll, supplying 
the finishing touches. It lies close 
to the neckline, forming an edge, 
and also contributes a dashing bow. 
Since there are many young fash- 
ionables who insist upon turning up 
their collars at the back, the neck- 
wear designers are giving them per- 
mission. The collar sketched at 
lower right was created for their 
approval. This forms a bertha that 
fits closely at the neck. The upper 
section is made of a double thick- 
ness of white linen so that it may 
be turned up at the back. Alter- 
nating rows of Valenciennes lace 
and linen form the lower section. 
Eighteen covered linen buttons are 
arranged in a double row at the cen- 
ter of the front.

Paris Shops 


“Chinese Ink” Among the 
Popular New Colors for 
Spring Fabrics. 


PARIS, Jan. 8. 


‘6 HINESE INK” is a color and 

(CC chaste lady” a hat, accora- 

ing to the latest Paris style 
set-up for spring. 

The hat is a straw one which 
Schiaparelli makes demure by rip- 
ping the brim off the back and 
fastening it under the chin. The 
color is ink blue and it shares im- 
portance with orange, ginger brown, 
horizon blue and a medley of spring 
greens. 

Again this dressmaking house 
startles with a glass fabric, using 
the stiff, glistening stuff to make 
half the tunic of an evening dress, 
a whole jacket in many colored 
wide stripes, and numerous belts 
and girdles. A new velvet takes a 
bow in an afternoon ensemble, 
handsomely black but glinting all 
over with tiny bright points like 
the “snow” on a Christmas card. 

More conservative are satin and 
moire evening models having all 
the skirt fullness drawn to the back 
where it is headed by a tiny velvet 
bow of contrasting color — water 
green satin, for instance, with a red 
bow. The sensational evening dress 
is a taffeta one in ink blue shade, 
overlaid with a diamond-shaped 
apron of bright pink glass fabric, 
one point held at the neck by a 
garland of pink gardenias which 
also serve to define an oval decol- 
lete in back. 

The stealthy Zouave influence is 
spotted In a white crepe dress em- 


i broidered with ink blue sequins, the 


i 


hip-swathed Zouave style with a 
wide-draped girdie of blue taffeta 
knotted in front well below the 
waistline. Otherwise waists are 
rather simply belted, day dresses 
with antelope or box calf or white 
patent leather, and day and evening 
frocks with white transparent belts 
taking color from the fabric be- 
neath. 


Spring suits and the diagonal will 
have much in common. Schiaparelli 
jackets close in a slanting line from 
right shoulder to left hip, leaving 
space for only one pocket, a large 
one at the right side. The use of 
horizontal stripes in wools is 
marked. 

Roughish red stripes appear in 
black and in navy suiting, some- 
times used for jacket only, with 
plain skirt or dress, again for the 
two-piece suit with blouse in fine 
checked or other figured silk. A 
linen sports ensemble combines a 
white dress with a plaid linen jacket 
in white and ecru. Printed linens 
and cottons play a role in beach 
togs, and a new black linen lace ap- 
pears in an evening dress. 


Coats divide into two schools, one 
of the swagger flared style in three- 
quarter length, for sports, developed 
in nubby tweeds and bold checks, 
the other of the modified princess 
type, in feather soft wools, and fea- 
turing a new draped back yoke ex- 
tended in front to form the scarf 
neck finish. For a change, neither 
coats nor jackets play up the belt. 

The high spot in fur is a cape of 
“snow top fox,” a new dye which 
“snows” the surface and leaves the 
fur dark underneath. Otherwise 
Schiaparelli omits fur except for 
white fox on a white broadcloth 
evening coat, and black Alaska seal 
on a black wool suit, the seal used 
for the sleeves and for a small cape 
piece joining the sleeves together 
across the back, 

Evening necks escape. severity 
especially in the back, but day dress 
necks continue high, finished with 
self scarfs in the same manner as 
the coats, or else shirred with a 
heading.

Unless Hungry 


Forcing Oneself to Take 
Food Disturbs the Diges- 
tive Process.

O much has been said regarding 

WHAT should be included in a 

proper diet, that we almost lose 
track of the no less important ques- 
tion of HOW and WHEN to eat. 

Out eating—especially the time 
of eating—is so much a matter of 
habit, that we frequently sit down 
to a meal with no appetite, and 
yet from some sense of duty or 
chivalry—not to hurt the feelings 
of the person who prepared the 
meal—we dig in and do good 
trencher work. In my younger 
days this used to be called “eatting 
with a coming appetite.” Whatever 
it ig called, it is a bad habit. 

If everyone ate only what he had 
cooked for himself he would be 
much more likely to eat when the 
time was proper. 

These questions may be consid- 
ered actually more important to di- 
gestion than the food itself. 

Digestion depends upon the diges- 
tive juices that pour out to accom- 
modate the intake of food. Under 
certain conditions — exhaustion, 
acute nervousness, worry — these 
juices are not sufficiently stimu- 
lated to function properly. In suca 
a case the person who forces him- 
self to eat is not protected against 
the disturbance that undigested 
food causes. 

Anxiety and fear influence diges- 
tive processes so disastrously, that 
to eat forcibly under these condi- 
tions is always inadvisable. Should 
one go too long in such a state and 
it becomes necessary that food be 
taken, only liquid and predigested 
foods can safely be eaten. 

Long - distance runners have 
learned the wisdom of foregoing 
food during the course of a race 
lasting some three hours or more. 
The proximity of the heart to the 
stomach makes the condition of the 
one dependent upon the other. Con- 
sequently, a faulty heart would re- 
sult from any stomach crowding 
while running. To eat, then, while 
running, when exertion and fatigue 
and some degree of anxiety rela- 
tive to the competitive nature of 
the event would naturally have re- 
tarded the function of digestive or- 
gans, would be ill-advised. 

It is interesting—and conclusive 
of the truth of the above statement 
—to note that in a marathon run 
some years ago, the Americans, who 
ate nothing during the race, won 
first place; the Englishmen, taking 
various foods and nourishment 
along the way, came in last; and 
the Italian, resorting to alcohol, ac- 
tually collapsed at the finish line.

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First Swedish 


Parliament Is 
Commemorated 


Stamps to Be Released in 
Honor of 500th Anniver- 


sary. 


ITHIN a short time Sweden 

will release a series of six 

stamps commemorating the 
500th anniversary of the First 
Swedish Parliament. This First 
Parliament opened Jan. 13, 1435, in 
the little town of Arboga. The de- 
signs of the stamps will portray the 
old buildings in which representa- 
tives of the four estates, Nobility, 
Clergy, Burghers and Peasants, held 
their meetings. The stamps will be 
issued in coil form in panes of 40 
and in booklets of 20, the three 
lowest values coming perforated on 
all four sides. The series, designed 
by Prof. Olle Hjortzberg, will be 
placed on sale when the 1935 Par- 
liament opens on Jan. 10. 

The values, colors and designs are 
as follows: 5 ore, green, a portrait 
of the Bonde Palace, designed and 
constructed by Nicodemus Tessin 
the elder in 1673; 10 ore, violet, Ex- 
change, built in 1773; 15 ore, rose 
red, the parish church, built in the 
middle of the thirteenth century; 
25 ore, ultramarine, the House of 
Nobility, built in 1650; 35 ore, bright 
mauve, the present House of Par- 
liament. The last value of the 
series, 60 ore, claret, bears as its 
design the coat of arms of Engel- 
brekt, a mine owner who cailed the 
first session of the House of Par- 
liament in 1435.

A block of eight of the 3-cent 
Wisconsin Tercentenary stamp has 
been discovered imperforate be- 
tween.

An interesting find recently made 
by a collector in the East consisted 
of a legal paper bearing the grand 
total of 98 revenue stamps, all is- 
sued around 1865. 


Negotiations are being carried on 
to have special stamps issued for 
the trans-Atlantic flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin next summer. 


The radio stamp program will be 
on the air in the future at 6 p. m. 
instead of 8 p. m. on radio station 
WIL.

An Exercise 
Which Helps 
All Muscles 


By Edna K. Forbes. 


F YOU find the usual run of 
| tome exercises dull, or take 30 

much time that you are not apt 
to go through with them regularly. 
you might try the following one 
that will take care of every muscle 
of your body in the one effort. It 
will appear to be awkward at first, 
but once it is tried out fully, there 
will be such restfulness, even 
while the exercise is in prog- 
ress, that the whole experience 
will almost cease to take strength 
or special effort. Lie on floor, or 
any moderately hard surface; bring 
up the knees and keep feet flat on 
floor. Place a pillow under head 
and shoulders, so the head is well 
raised, and place a small support 
under the end of the spine. A smail 
cotton-filled pillow does well for 
this purpose, as the end of the spine 
should be kept raised so it supports 
the lower part of the abdomen. The 
position is completed when the arch 
of the spine, which is the portion 
directly behind the waistline, lies 
flat on the floor. The upper arms 
will lie at the side on the floor, «!l- 
bows bent and pelms turned up- 
ward. Lift the soles of the feet 
slightly, while the two great toes 
are kept to the floor to form a lev- 
erage when the exercise is in prog- 
ress. 

The entire exercise is done next 
and in one supreme effort. Focus 
the attention upon the place at the 
small of the back, which is where 
the arch is located, plant the toes 
firmly on the floor, then pull down 
all the muscles of back to that arch, 
while also drawing up all muscles 
from toes up, and these will mean 
all those of abdomen, beside the legs 
and hips. You are working in both 
directions then to the arch of the 
spine. The arms are negative, but 
the entire body otherwise, is being 
pulled into perfect shape, and every 
muscle from the scalp down is be- 
ing exercised. Rest after each effort.
